THE CONNECTICUT ELECTION.* 
The latest returns from Connecticut gener- 


ally confirm the Democratic majorities first 
reported. Gov. IN oEnSsOLL 'S majority this 
year is somewhat larger than his majority last 
year. The Senate is reported to be strongly 
Democratic, while the House will be more 
equally balanced. The Republican strength 
in the latter body is partly owing to the 
political preponderance of the rural town- 
ships, which have the same proportion of 
representatives in Connecticut as the larger 
towns, without regard to population. 

The net result of the Connecticut election 


is, that the State is thoroughly Democratic. 


The increase in the vote of the State seems 

to have been as much in the interest of the 

Democrats as in the interest of the Republic- 

ans, and perhaps more. Gov. Incrrso1’s 

majority in 1873 was 5,814; in 1874 it was 

3,782; his majority this year is something 

over 7,000. The Democrats have gained two 

Congressmen. Gen. Hawizy was defeated 

by Mr. Lanpers by 488 majority, who 

overcame a Republican majority of 1,268 

votes two years ago. Mr. KLodd is de- 

feated by Judge Pururs, who has been on 

the Supreme Bench, and who overcame a 

majority of 588 votes which Mr. Kziioace 

received two years ago. In the Third 

District, the Republicans re-elected Mr. 

Sranxweatser, who was the most objec- 

tionable man they had nominated in the 

State, and Judge Lararrerre S. Foster, Vice- 

President under Jonnson’s administration, 

and now on the Supreme Bench of Connec- 

ticut, was defeated. In the Fourth District, 

Barnum, a worthless Democratic member of 

the late Congress and a chronic absentee, was 

re-elected. 

The Democratic success in Connecticut is 

not difficult of comprehension. To begin with, 

Gov. Incersot1t is an able and popular man. 

He is a member of an old family of Con- 

necticut which has been prominent in the | 
politics of the State for more than half a cen- 

tury. He entered politics for the first time 

two years ago, has made a good 

Governor, and is a worthy  gentle- 

man. To defeat such a man and 

overcome nearly 7,000 Democratic majority 

in the State, the Republicans should have 

put forward their best material. Instead of 

doing this, they nominated Mr. Gurm, 

Mayor of Norwich, a Force bill” ex- 

tremist, calculated to alienate the moderate 

Republican voters instead of regaining those 

who had already gone off Mr. Greznz was 

the gentleman who distinguished himself by 

ordering 100 guns to be firedin Norwich 

when the House of Representatrves passed 

the odious Force bill, which so luckily failed 

to become a law. He followed up this 

ultraism by making speeches during the cam- 

paign which were susceptible of a third-term 

construction. So far as the personal relations 
of the two candidates for Governor enter into 

the general result, they afford another in- 

structive lesson to the Republican leaders, if 

they really desire te reunite the party and re- 

cover lost ground. 

There are other reasons, however, which 

lead us to conclude that the Democrats have 
gained an ascendency in Connecticut, which 
they will be likely to hold until new issues, 

or political relations in the State, shall drive 
now voting with that party. 

The chief reason for the Democratic increase 
in Connecticut is the growth of the manufac- 
turing interest within the past few years, 

mainly contributed by New York City. Con- 
necticut, as a matter of fact, isa manufac- 
tuting suburb of New York. It is true that 
several thousand New York merchants and 
dealers have their homes in Connecticut, 
and they are mostly Republicans. But 
this number is largely overbalanced by the 
thousands of Irish Democratic voters who 
have removed te the Connecticut towns,— 
such as New Haven, Bridgeport, Hartford. 
from Now York City to obtain employment in 
the new manufacturing establishments

necticut as long as it remains so largely Dem- 
ocratic itself. 

Regarded in the light of “Reform,” of 
which the Democrats talk so much of late, 
their victory in Connecticut has been a la- 
mentable failure. They elected the good-for- 
nothing Barnum, who does not spend ten 
days in Congress during an entire session, 
and is a blatant “ protectionist,” and they 
failed to elect Larayerrs 8. Fosrzn, who is a 
distinguished man of national character. 
They defeated Gen. Hawiry, who has been 
an influential, able, and conscientious mem- 
ber of Congress, with liberal sentiments, and 
they failed to defeat Mr. Srankwxaruer, 
whose relatians to the District Ring were of 
the most questionable nagure. As Reformers, 
the Connecticut Democrats have not much to 
boast of. 


IS THE POPE COMING 10 AMERICA? 

A Rome correspondent of a Paris paper 
states that if it shall become impossible for 
the Pope to remain in Rome, he will remove 
to the United States, and that it was witha 
view to such an emergency that an American 
Cardinal was appointed. Though we think 
it very unlikely that the present Pope or his 
successor will ever abandon Rome, exgept, 
perhaps, temporarily, as many of their prede- 
cessors have done, in case such an event 
should occur, the United States is the best 
place for him in which to reside. Here he 
would be free of all political entangle- 
ments with this Government and with 
those of the world. He would be 
more free and more undisturbed 
in his ecclesiastical Government than 
in any other country, Catholic or Protestant. 
Wherever else he may go he will necessarily 
become involved in governmental complica- 
tions. Here he would have no relations with 
the Government, and the Government none 
with him. Here he would be like any ther 
ecclesiastic, free to exercise all his functions, 
requiring no special laws for his protection 
and free of all laws for his embarrassment. 
He would find himself surrounded by as 
zealous and devoted members of his own 
faith as are to be found in any part of the 
world, and by a body of Protestant people 
more tolerant than exist elsewhere. A resi- 
dence in this country, among an intelligent 
and educated people, who, despite their re- 
ligious differences, live in peace and 
harmony with each other, might in- 
duce him to change the standard 
teaching of the Church, that sovereigns rule by 
divine right, and that popular liberty inevi- 
tably leads to infidelity and immorality. Per- 
sonal contact with, aud personal observations 
of, a free Government chosen by a free peo- 
ple would be instructive, and tend to remove 
prejudices and convictions founded upon the 
abortive efforts to establish popular Govern- 
ments among people ignorant of the funda- 
mental principle of republicanism, that law 


We know that the present Pope has declared 
that the sweeping sentiments of the famous 
syllabus on popular liberty had no applica. 
tion to the institutions of this country ; never- 
theless, a personal residence in this country, 
surrounded by a people embracing every 
form of religion known to civilized mankind, 
would be instructive and profitable even to 
the head of a great Church. 

A complete divorce of Church and State is 
the only lasting solution of the angry contro 
versy ‘which rages in several Europea! 
nations between the civil and ecclesiastica] 
authorities. The tendency of the contest ia 
Germany between the Government and tte 
Ultramontanes is to a separation of tle 
State and Church. WWoDrnonsr, the lead«r 
of the Ultramontanes in the German Parlin- 
ment, thus expressed the wish of his co- 
religionists in a recent speech : 

I am convinced that the unhappy conflicts in which 
we und ourselves, and which daily grow more acute, 
admit of mo other peaceful solution than the most 
Church from the 
State. „ We see @ relation of this kind 
in America (and to a certain extent it exists 
in England), and while we exhaust our strength 
in ecclesiastical politics, while we cannot help 
fearing that in this struggle the feelings of the people 
will become more and more embittered, and that 
brothers of one and the same country will get more 
and more estranged from each other, while we have to 
fear that in this struggie all love and freedom of law 
will , in the United States there reigt profound 
peace, ough the greater proportion of its inhabit- 
ants are Protestants. It is not surprising, therefore, 
that all those who love peace direct their eygs to those 
@ountries (America and England). But in those coun- 
tries the separation of Church and State does not 
mean that the State expels the Church and surrounds 
ber with the police and gendarmes, crushing or con- 
trolling any movement of herlip. Every Church is 
left absolutely free, the State being quite indifferent as 
to the way she educates her priesta, or appoints them, 
or exercises her discipline on them. There the State 
leaves the churches alone. and there there is peace, 


MR. IRA HOLMES’ BANK. 

When the banks of this city closed tempo- 
rarily during the panic of 1873, the Manufac- 
turers’ National was one of two or three 
which did not reopen their doors. The Na- 
tional Currency act provides two ways of 
winding up the affairs of banks organized 
under that law,—one by voluntary liquida- 
tion, in which the officers of the bank con- 
tinue in charge, and the other by a Receiver 
appointed by the Comptroller of the Cur: 
rency. The former was intended to apply to 
solvent institutions desiring to retire from 
the banking business; the latter was intend- 
ed to apply to insolxent National Banks. 
Bat the choice seems to have been 
left to the banks. Mr. Ina Horus, 
the President and principal owner of 
the Manufacturers“ National, said that 
his bank was solvent, and filed with the 
Comptroller the necessary notice of volufi- 
tary liquidation. An effort was made to have 
the Comptroller appoint a Receiver, and 
another made to put the institution into 
bankruptcy, but both were unsuccessful. 
Mr. Honmes proceeded to settle up the affairs 
of the bank without any restriction, and this 
continued for about eighteen months. It is 
only a few weeks since the United States 
_Court gave a decision to the effect that the 
National Currency act does not debar fhe 
United States Court from appointing a Re- 
ceiver when the Comptroller fails to do so 
and there is a necessity for one, and Mr. J. 
D. Hv was appointed Receiver. His 
statement, therefore, gives the first public in- 
formation we have had of the affairs of the 
bank, The exhibit is a most astonishing 
one. 

When the crecitors of the Manufacturers’ 
National Bank found themselves wholly sub- 
ject to the dictation of the bank officers, they 
usually made the best settlement with Mr. 
Hours general policy of settlement was to 
turn ont the bills receivable held by the bank 
with the guarantee of the bank indorsed 
„Manufacturers“ National Bank, by Ina 
Houmes, President.” In this way, with the pay- 
ment of some money, all the debts of the bank 
were discharged except $38,586. But a very 
large portion of the bills receivable taken by 
the creditors proved to be worthless. They 
were not paid when they came due. Some of 
the holders of this overdue paper, probably 
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and obedience to law are essential to freedom.

prospect for the creditors getting any money 
to speak of. During Mr. Horaces’ voluntary 
liquidation,” he “ bought in a large amount 
of the stock, which was duly canceled. It is 
said that much of the stock (amounting in the 
aggregate to $500,000) was merely placed in 
the names of certain persons who never paid 
any money on it, and “who held an 
agreement from Mr. Hommes to take 
it back at any time the holders should so de- 
cide, If this is true, the stock which Mr. 
Hotes has bought in” since the suspen- 
sion was probably of this character. At all 
events, but $179,000 of stock appears on the 
books, and but about $82,000 of this is held 
outside of Mr. Hoxtmes, so that when the re- 
sponsible persons who are liable on their 
stock are ascertained, the amount to be real- 
ized will probably be very small. The re- 
maining assets of the bank Mr. Harvey re- 
ports to be utterly worthless. The bank 
owes nearly $40,000 outright, and probably 
four or five times as much if the guarantee is 
binding. It looks as though the creditors 
may whistle for their money. 

This statement of the affairs of the 
Manufacturers’ National Bank is another 
lesson to depositors to the effect that 
they mast, under any banking system. 
depend upon the individual character 
and business habits of the nin with whom 
they deposit their money. ®he National Cur- 
rency act affords no certain protection against 
a loose, careless, unbusiness-like, or fraudu- 
lent conduct of the business. The only ques- 
tion suggested by the case of the Manufac- 
turers’ National Bank is, whether the law is 
not defective in leaving to a National Bank 
the choice of winding up its own affairs 
when it ought to be placed in the hands of a 
Receiver. i : 

THE MEXICAN EXPEDITION. 

It would seem that, after all, the Senatorial 
expedition to Mexico, organized by Senator 
Cameron, of Pennsylvania, had somewhat in 
view an appeal to the Mexican Government 
for the repeal of the laws establishing what 
is known as the Libra Zone, The protection- 
ists of this country have for years been pro- 
testing on this subject, and they have suc- 
ceeded in inducing the Government of the 
United States to remonstrate with Mexico 
concerning it, and the Government in 80 
doing was guilty of an act towards poor 
and weak Mexico which, if addressed to a 
more powerful nation, would have been 
promptly rejected as unwarrantable imper- 
tinence. The history of the free district, or 
Libra Zone, explains itself. 

After the war with the United States, twen- 
ty-eight years ago, Mexico was in great finan- 
cial distress, and among other expedients es- 
tablished a high tariff to raise revenue. The 
United States about the same time had re- 
duced their tariff. The Mexicans and the 
Americans had rival and competing gities on 
the Rio Grande. These cities were the trad- 
ing points for the country on both aides of 
the river for a long distance back. In time 
an active trade grew up on the river. The 
chief American city was Brownsville, and on 
the Mexican side Matamoras. Owing to the 
low rates of the American tariff, the Amer- 
icans were able to do business cheaper than 
the Mexicans. In 1857 the American tariff 
was reduced to an average of only 18 per cent, 
the list of free articles being largely increased, 
and this completed the wreck of the Mexican 
tariff on the Rio Grande.. The entire country 
on both sides of the river flocked to the 
American towns with théir barter ; the Mexi- 
can towns lost their tradé, and Mexican mer- 
chants crossed over and established their 
stores on the American side. The shallow 
river is easily crossed; it can be crossed in a 
flat-boat, canoe, horseback, and in many 
places on foot, so that it was just as conven- 
ient to trade on on one side as on the other. 
Custom-House vigilance and regulations were 
easily evaded where evasion was necessary,, 

In answer to the appeals of her citizens on 
the Rio Grande, Mexico by decree established 
that all goods imported into the cities on that 
river and sold to be used within a district ex- 
tending so many miles back of the river 
‘should be admitted free of duty. This gave 
the Mexicans on the Rio Grande the ad an- 
tage. The Civil War followed soon 
after, and when it closed the con- 
dition of affairs was precisely the 
reverse of what it was before Mexico had es- 
tablished the free zone. On the Mexican side 
there was no duty,—absolute free trade ex- 
isted ; on the American side there was a duty 
ranging from 50 to 100 per cent. Of course, 
the Mexicans had now a monopoly of the 
trade. They could import what they wanted 
free of tax, while the Americans were com- 
pelled to pay an average tax of 60 per cent on 
all they sold, Of course, all Mexicans bought 
and sold in the Mexican towns, The people 
of Texas, living within 50 or 60 and even 100 
miles of the river, sodn discovered that they 
could get far more goods on the Mexican side 
than they could on their own for a given sum 
of money. Hence they transferred their 
trade to the Mexican towns. The letters of 
the American Custom-House officers detail- 
ing their abortive efforts to restrain 
this introduction of goods bought in Mex- 
ico and brought over to the United 
States are amusing. Reports of their seizures 
of bottles or jugs of whisky, and of an occa- 
sional suit of clothes or pair of shoes, are 
all transmitted to Washington ; but the trade 
goes on, and the collection of duties at 
Brownsville is nominal. The people on both 
sides of the river buy and sell where they 
can make the best trade without reference to 
the boundary lines along the Rio Grande for 
several hundred miles, 

The American merchants on the river have 
been urging this matter on the atiention of 
the Government, and the protectionists have 
been insisting that the United States should 
demandof Mexico the discontinuance of the 
free district, But Mexico has not done 80 
on the contrary, she has enlarged the dis-

The advance of 
science, for instance, increases in many ways 
the gross product of subsistence. It is calcu- 
lated that the thorough application of scien- 
tific irrigation in Hindostan will remove the 
present causes of periodical famine and allow 
the country to support double its ꝓopulation. 
immense as that is now. The increased’ 
liberty and security due to advanc- 
ing civilization also increase production. 
There is less proportional, although more 
absolute, waste in civilized countries. The 
savage gorges himself fora day and then 
starves for a week, Again, the development 
of the brain diminishes the reproductive 
powers, so that a population increases more 
slowly as it advances in civilization. Finally, 
the arable area of the earth’s surface is far 
greater than Matruvs thought it, Not only 
has science made the cultivation of almost 
desert regions possible, ‘bit exploration and 
discovery have added millions of square miles 
to the available inheritance of the nineteenth 
century. 

One of the newest lands opened to settle- 
ment on a large scale is South Africa, Al- 
though it was colonized by the Dutch in 1652 
and held by them until 1796, when the En- 
glish seized it, it is only recently that its 
almost boundless capabilities for the support 


of human life have been even suspected. |, 


In 1872, the semi-civilized country, ex- 
elusive of Natal, covered about 200,000 
square miles. Its population was 650,000, 
450,000 of whom were blacks. Natal, which 
was set off from the rest of the settlement 
in 1856, contains 20,000 square miles and a 
population of 17,000 whites and 300,000 
blacks. There has lately been some trouble 
between the handfül of whites and the mass 
of semi-subjects, and Mr. Frovpz, the 
eminent historian, was sent by the British 
Government to investigate matters and things 
in general in that region. He returned a 
short time since. The Londan Times of 
the 22d ult.: contains an account of a com- 
plimentary dinner given Mr. Frovpg two 
days previously, at which he gave an interest- 
ing sketch of the possible future of South 
Africa. 

He said he believed that, both for climate 
and natural capabilities, the country was un- 
matched in any other part of the 
world. It contains enormous mineral 
wealth. The diamond-fields, unlike those 
of Arizona, are natural, not artif- 
cial, and rich. There are vast de- 
posits of iron, of coal, and of copper, and 
immense gold-fields, which bid fair to rival 
those of California and Australia.” The soil, 
he decMres, is amazingly fertile. The Sur- 
veyor-General of Natal, a very careful ob- 
server, calculates that the rough, wild grasses 
which are burnt over and wasted every year 
would support cattle which would serve as 
food for 12,000,000 people. Natal alone, if 
decently cultivated,” could probably support 
60,000,000 inhabitants! The slew growth of 
the country is due to the presence of two 
races on its soil. Civilized white and savage 
black cannot‘agree. ‘The natives work only 
long enough to buy a wife, and then live by 
the labor of these feminineslaves. Any surplus 
profit is invested in 9 fresh stock of wives. 
The small cost of living causes an enormous 
increase in the population, The masses of 
blacks are warlike and bloodthjrsty. They 
have guns and ammunition, and their fighting 
men are drilled in some cases by renegade 
Europeans. The constant danger of bloody 
warfare checks immigration and the develop- 
ment of the country. 

There can be no doubt, however, that mill- 
ions on millions of whites will, some time in 
the future, occupy South Africa. The more 
tractable blacks will be used as laborers, ser- 
vants, etc. The wilder tribes will be driven 
back towards the equator. The process will 
be slow, for the white vanguard will press 
against a mass of blacks which, like an elas- 
tic, will resist more strongly the more it 
yields. Still, until this resistance becomesy 
too great, and until the northward movement 
reaches a geographical point where the heat 
is too intense for the white man to live, the 
blacks will have to yield, There is a great 
field for colonization there. When a line

tion. This is the Empire to which the Prince 
of Wales is the heir, and which, as the 
prospective future Emperor, he now visits”

The difficulties that naturally attended the initial 
eperations of the Redemption Bureau have been over- 
come, The clerks have become experienced, new 
hands and better quarters have been secured, and the 
counterfeite and over-issues have been detect- 
ed. “The Bureau now keeps about 56.000, 
009 in eurnency out of circulation—$2,000,000 
being in course of assortment, and 8, 000, 00% in tran- 
sit, each way, between the Bureau and those who send 
mutilated notes for redemption. 

During the month of March $15,360,940 of National 
Bank notes were received for redemption./ The total 
amount re Aved since the was $100,503,- 
698, The total amount assorted and delivered to the 
Comptroller of the Currency was $75,374,545. The

GRANGERS AND YHEIR AGENTS. 

An tmportant decision has been made m California 
respecting the legality of some of the acts of Morgan’s 
Sons as Grange agents, The contracts bet ween the Gran- 
gers and this firm required the latter to ship all grain 
in the name of the Grange. When the hm where on 
the point of failure their agent raised loans on ware- 
house reteipts which he took out on the Grangers’ 
grain, but in the name of the firm, After the failure, 
the Grange sued for the recovery of the reczipts, and 
the Court gave hem judgment against the purchasers 
for the value of wheat and interest, although it had 
been sold to other parties and shipped out of the juris-

THE PUBLIO DEBT AND THE CURRENCY, 

The last statement of the public debs shows that the 
reduction on the interest of the debt since 1967 has 
been $46,009,000.

This the Panama did not relish, but, of 
course, had to accept, This notice was 
equivalent „ declaration of the policy some time 
sine hinted at of a purpose to establish a line direct 
from pop to Liverpool. It is the purpose of the 
Pacific Mail Company to put its steamers into the fleet 
of the State and ran alternate vessels twice a 
week from Philadelphia and New York to Liverpool. 
Of cours. all freight will now come by the Union Pacifie 
to New York and Philadelphia. The Pacific Mail is at 
the same time in trouble over the discovery of a de- 
ficit in its Chins accounts of between $360,000 and 
$100,000. The agent there is Henry Hart, a former

Kome-—-Mapning, 
Dechamve, Giannelli, aod Bartoluus—repaired to 
the Vatican to take the customary oatn and re- 
ceive the berretia from the hauds of His Holi- 
ners. The ceremony was very simple. They 
were received in the Hal of the Comsstory by 
the Cardinal Vicar Patrizi, Cardinal Vannicelli 
Casoni, and Cardinal Avtone!li, rep: mnie Se 
spectively the three Orders of the Bacred College 
—tbe Cardinal Bishops, Priests, and Deacous 
—and by Cardinal Pitra, its Camerlenqo, wh.se 
united duty it was to administer and witness 
the oath. Where the throne usually stands, an 
altar had been erected, on which were six lighs 
ed candles and a veiled cru fix it 1 as- 
siou-tide and an open book on the Enistie side. 
The four new Cardinals advanced to the altar, 
and, after kneeling before it for a few moments 
in prayer, sscended the first step—Giannelli to 
the extreme right, next to bim Maonfme, then 
Dechamps, and lastly, to tie left, Bartolint, 
the four Cardinal witnesses standing in a line 
across the right end of thealfar. Then Car- 
dinal Giannellt read the formals aloud from 
the book, end, placing his right band 
upon it, took the oath, in whieh act he was fol- 
lowed by the otbers in the order in which they 
stood. Tbe Cardinal-witnesses then withdrew 
to the Throne-room to await the Pope there, 
He entered, toot his seat upon the throne, and 
the tour Cardivais having seated themselves 
on stools to the leffof the throne and facing 
across it—the Cardinais-elect were ushered into 
the presence, They advanced in a line, making 
three genullections, ani, baving reached the 
foot of the throne, knelt upon the lowest step, 
while the Pope placed the red berretta 
upon their beads, after which they arose 
and, ascending the dais in turn, placed their 
hands upon the shoulders of the Pontiff, while 
be extended his bands to theiss, giving and re- 
celviog be Apostolic salute. A short address 
was theo cdad by Cardival Gianne'li, to which 
His Holiness rep ied to the effect that, although 
the ceremonial once customary upon tbe crea- 
tion of vew Cardinals bad been shorn of much of 
its splendorin consequence of the calamitous cou- 
dition of the times, they must, nevertheless, 
bear in mid that it was full and complete, aod 
even remember the symbolic meaning of the 
color of the hat with which he had invested 
them Pleo de pretioso Ohrisli sanguine ins- 
nili et decorati. 

Taken together, the new Cardinals are uncom- 
promiging upbolders of ‘Pontifical infallibility 
and of the more extended claims of Papal au- 
thority, as set forth ia the articles of the Sy!l- 
labus. What are Cardinal Manging's opinions 
on these points, and what his uutirug effoits 
have been for the definition of the one and the 
realization of the otber, are well known and 
peed no recapitulation from me. They have been 
suflicieot to raise bim from the position of a 
simple priest to the highest rank zu the Roman 
[lierarchy in less time than the majority have to 
wear the mitre before they can hope for the broad 
red hat and taesels. Oardioal McUloskey's zeal 
in the same directiov,—be wae made a Bish 
eight years before Dr. Manning left the Englis 
Caureb,—tbough tempered by those considera- 
tions which ranged the United States’ Bishops 
among tbose who coosidered the definition as in- 
opportune, af not impolitic, has Secured for him 
the first ‘‘hat” given to an American Bishop— 
the first, if lam not in error, conferred upon 
any Bishop holding a See outside the limits of 
Europe. not taking into consideration, of course, 
those in partibus, the ket boroughs of the 
Church, whieb give the holders all the privileges 
witnout any of the responsibilities of 
office, at least as towards a flock. Cserdinal De- 
champs commenced hw career as a journalist, 
writing in support of Uleramontave prete isious 
in L' Emancipation aud in Le Journal de Flandre. 
In 1831 be entered the Semivary of Tournai, 
soon distinguished himself as s powerful 
preacher, was made Primate of Belgium in 
1865, aod at the ecumenical Council ia 1870 
was among the boldest advocates of Papal 
[ofallibility, But the most remarkable amon 
these creations is that of Oadioa) Ledochowski, 
Archbishop of Gnesen and Posen, now 
lying i ison. How far his elevation may 
have been decided upon since the stronger meas- 
ures taken by the German Government in conse- 
quence of the recent Encyclical it is impossible 
to say, but with the chaoge of a name the fol- 
lowiug sentence of Frouje'’s regarding the ele- 
vatiou of Biehop Fisher may be quoted ae ex- 
pressing what the effect is likely tobe: To 
the King the Pope's conduct appeared a defis.nce, 
and asa defiance he accepted it.“ We may con- 
fidently hope, however, that the result will be 
len tragica!l. Cardinal Ledochowski is the 
third instance of a Bishop being created 3 
Cardinal while tying m prison in conse- 
quence of having imearred, the displeasure 
of the Head of the Stote. The first was 
Fisher, Bishop of Rochester, who suffered on the 
scaffold together—if not on the same day—with 
Sir Thomas More, aud regarding whom Lingard 
writes that Henry VIII., when he beard that 
Paul III. bad created the Bishop a Cardinal, ex- 
claimed, “ Paul msy send him the bat, bat 1 will 
take care that he have never s head to wear it 
on.” The second was Tournon, Patriarch of 
Antioch, in partibus, who was sent by Clement 
XI. to China, where be arrived in 1703. to setile 
the differences which bad arisen among the mis- 
sionvaries. On the 7th of February of the 
year ho arrived in Obina, Bishop Tournon pub- 
lisbed at Napkin an edict condemniug the wor- 
ship the Chinese rendered to their aacestors, to 
Confucius, and to the planet. He then went 
to Pekin, where at first the Emperor received 
bim with kindoess; but-—whether because the 
Emperor's kindoess was decenful or the Bish- 
op’s conduct overbearing I cannot sav—the Em- 
peror shortly afterwards seat him te Macao, 
where he waa flung into prison, his Coadjdtor, 
the Bishop of Conon, being expelied from the 
Emrpire, Clement then created him a Cardinal, 
but evidently without effect upon the Emperor, 
for, after liogering in prison three years, the 
Bishop died at the early age of 42. But Car- 
diaal Ledochowski can scarcely be in dan- 
ger so extreme, notwithstanding that in 
conferring the red hat upon him Pius IX. re- 
minds him, ag he reminded those present this 
morning, of the symbolic meaning of its color. 
The Unila Catollica is particular in calling at- 
tention to the fact thdt, after the Bishop has 
lain a year im prison, the great Piu® sends him 
the red bat as a reward sud ass warniag—a re- 
ward for what he has already suffered, a warn- 
ing that in addition he must be prepared to suf- 
fer, even to the shedding of hu biood, for the 
liberty of theChurch. In fact, Tabellico, writ- 
ing of the red color of the hats, first given by 
Innocent IV. in 1248 to the Cardinals created by 
him, save it was that from it they might under- 
stand tbat they must always be prepared to ehed 
their blood in defense of the Faith.

° CIVIL ENGINEERS’ CLUB, 
PAPER BY CAPT. FALCON. 

A Meeting of the Civil Engineers’ Club of , Chicage 
was held yesterday evening a! the club-room, corner 
of Madison and Clark streets, with sixteen members 
present, and President Chesbrough in the chair. 

In the absence of the member who was to have read 
a paper, the Chairman read the following notes by 
Capt. Falcon, a well-known American diver, of his ex- 
periences, Before reading them the Chair stated that 
up to within a comparatively reoont date it had been 
general believed that the effects of waves were not 
felt at a greater distance than from 13 to 14 feet be- 
neath the surface of the water, Witlun the last ten 
years, however, it had been discovered that such was 
not the case, but that on the contrary large bodies had 

known to be moved at the bottom of the sea, 
which motion could not but be attributable to the ac- 
tion of the waves. In support of the new theory the 
Chairman read the follo notes of Capt. Faicon’s 
experience: 

“ Capt. Peter E. Falcon states that the schooner J. 
H. Tiffany and the propeller Milwaukee were sunk in 
1457, the former, then 3 years old, in 105 feet of 
water, the latter, 6 years old, in % feet of water, 
about one mile and a quarter apart, and abont four 
and one-half miles N. N. W. from Heauxgallet (pro- 
nounced ) Light, north end of Lake Michi- 


yn 14, 1873, Capt, Faleon found both of them 
the same day. Both ap to be in order, 
except where they injured each other in the collision 
which caused them to sink. To all appearances the 
two vesse|s must have remained up to this date in very 
much the same condition they were in just after sinking. 
Wherever the wood was covered with paint there were 
no signs of decay or deterioration. Where there was 
no paint, the surface of oak wood for about a six- 
teenth of an inch was easily rubbed into powder when 
dried. The pine decks and other parts of the vessels 
of the same timber, so far as observed, showed no 
such signs of detérioration, (The Captain had pre- 
viousiy observed the same pecuiiarity of pine in the 
mast of the propeller Oliver Cromwell, sunk in the 
Straits of Mackinaw in 105 feet of water. This vessel 
had been down nearly fifteen years, the mast was 
broken short off, yet no mark of decay or deteriora- 
tion could be seen in the break or any part of the 
mast.) The effects upon metals by their being under 
the lake water so long were various, Brass, though 
coated with slime or mud, was pot injured at all. 
Iron screws were sometimes 
soft, especially when in contact with brass, as to be 
easily cut with a knife, When not in euch contact, the 
iron was g Ny in good condition, Zinc ina lantern 
by itself still good, but when found in contact 
with iron it had holes in it. Steel had become soft 
aud greasy in feeling, and in appearance like soap- 
stone, but softer, Iron rails which originally weighed, 
as supposed, 56 pounds to the yard, did not 
weigh one-quarter of a pound less after being cleaned 
and dried, a

At the conclusion of the paper an interesting debate 
followed, the result of which was that the notes of 
Capt. Falcon were a valuable addition to the evidence 
hitherto obtained in support of the new theory of the 
action of Waves upon submerged bodies.

The statement of Mary O'Brien is considerably 
mixed, as a subsequent conversation with her proved.

The City Treasurer yesterday received $7,868 on city 
taxes, and $1,500 on water rents, 

The License Clerk yesterday received $1,100 on 
licensed. In view of the coming contract for remov- 
ing nightsoil, the Mayor has issued an erder refusing 
to grant licenses to night scavengers. 

During last year the Water Department issued 4,183 
taps, 2,180 permits for tapping water-main aud con- 
nections, and 3,175 permits for house-moving.
